Demolition plans scrapped 
by town centre developers 


A BANBURY social club has been saved from demolition 
after developers of the town's Castle Quay shopping centre 
project failed to reach an agreement. 

The General Foods and Sports Social Club, in Spiceball Park Road, 
will not be knocked down according to new plans due to be put 
forward at a Cherwell District Council meeting today. 

An agreement to buy the club and relocate it could not be reached 
and the applicants, Scottish Widows Investment Partnership, were 
concerned it would cause an 
"unacceptable delay to the 
commencement of the 
development". 

The new designs omit any 
reference to getting rid of the 
existing club. 

It will now be integrated into 
the redevelopment, which is 
made up of land adjacent to the 
Oxford Canal, Spiceball Park 
Road. 

To do this the southern block 
alongside the canal, containing 
basement parking and two floors 
of restaurants, will be relocated 
to the north side. 

The plans are recommended 
for approval by councillors. 

Rob Kinchin Smith, chairman 
of the Banbury Civic Society, 
said: "We welcome the retention 
of the social club. 

"It is great for the social club 
that they are going to still be 
around. They were so keen to

stay and they are a good feature 
of the canal." A spokesman for 
the developers said: "We believe 
that the General Foods Social 
Club is an integral part of the 
Banbury community. 

"Having engaged and 
discussed our development 
proposals with them, we agreed 
that to keep the social club 
where it was would be the best 
outcome for the people of 
Banbury." 

Plans for a glazed canopy 
over the Oxford canal have also 
been scrapped by the applicants. 

Cherwell council officers said 
they had received a large 
number of complaints about the 
canopy's design. 

The development will contain 
a hotel, retail food store, 
cinema, restaurants and cafes. 

Mr Kinchin Smith added: "We 
are not unduly concerned about 
the loss of the canopy. It is 
moving towards a scheme that 
could be a good feature of the 
town." 

The application has been 
submitted in outline form to be 
considered by Cherwell 
planners.

marked by vigils

LIGHTS were switched off around 
Oxfordshire on Monday night in 
poignant recognition of the outbreak 
of the First World War. 

Churches, councils, and homes were all 
involved in ceremonies to mark 100 years 
since the country went to war. 

The nationwide event saw all lights 
switched off except for one - a candle - in 
a shared moment of reflection to mark the 
centenary. 

It marked the time when the then foreign 
secretary, Sir Edward Grey, said on the eve 
of war: "The lamps are going out all over 
Europe; we shall not see them lit again in 
our lifetime". 

Oxfordshire County Council was among 
those to take part and left just one light on 
at County Hall. 

Deputy leader Rodney Rose said: "This 
event was a poignant commemoration and 
marked 100 years of when the country 
went to war to fight for freedom. 

"As a county with a rich military history 
it is important that we honour the 
anniversary of the First World War and a 
significant reminder for younger 
generations on where their freedoms come 
from." 

Banbury mayor Sean Woodcock said: "I

am very proud to be leading the 
commemorations in Banbury. 

"We have a strong tradition of 
remembering our war dead. For me, as 
someone who studied history and visited 
the battlefields, I can still see the legacy 
that the war left in Europe today. It made us 
more cautious, our attitudes have shifted, 
and we have become more war weary and 
sympathise with the soldiers."

the Oxford branch of the Royal Green 
Jackets Association, said: "It was a really 
good way to mark it. Coupled with what 
Edward Grey said at that time 100 years 
ago, it was really spot on." 

Earlier, stained glass windows were 
blessed and dedicated in Banbury Town 
Hall, at a service led by the Bishop of 
Dorchester, the Rt Rev Colin Fletcher. 

Afterwards, the beat of a muffled drum 
accompanied a civic procession to St 
Mary's Church, Horsefair. 

A vigil was held from 9pm to 9.30pm 
when the names from the church's war 
memorial were read out. 

Town council leader Kieron Mallon 
said: "We wanted to recognise the part 
Banbury played in the Great War - 
abroad and on the home front. 

"Around 1,500 men and women 
worked in a huge munitions factory in 
Grimsbury - and Red Cross nurses 
treated injured soldiers in a hospital in 
West Street. 

"Many people from the town lost their 
lives on foreign fields and Monday was a 
poignant tribute to everyone involved in 
the conflict." 

And at the weekend many youngsters 
learned something of the history of the 
"War to end all wars", when they visited 
a trench reconstruction at Hornton 
Pavillion, to commemorate WW1.

Verdict on drinks death 


A WOMAN from Banbury died after 
taking a cocktail of drugs and alcohol, 
a coroner ruled on Tuesday. 

Police and paramedics found Anne- 
Marie Gale unresponsive when called 
to her Dover Avenue home in January. 

The 27-year-old died later at the 
Horton Hospital and while a 49-year- 
old man was originally arrested and 
bailed on suspicion of manslaughter, he 
has now been released without charge. 

Paramedics found Ms Gale lying by 
the side of her bed in her downstairs 
room with one of her flatmates 
attempting CPR. 

A toxicology report found that she 
had 225mg of alcohol in her blood and 
that she had taken two antidepressants. 

Oxfordshire coroner Darren Salter 


said: "For there to be a conclusion of 
suicide a coroner has to be absolutely 
certain that someone intended to take 
their own life and there is nothing 
approaching that here. 

"There is evidence of a head injury 
and a black eye but none of these 
contributed to her death, that is the 
clear evidence of the pathologist." 

Mr Salter said there had been an 
allegation of an assault in the days 
before Ms Gale's death but he added 
that there were no eyewitnesses to it 
and Thames Valley Police was not 
investigating it. 

Investigating officer DS Steve Clark 
said there were no suspicious 
circumstances surrounding Ms Gale's 
death.

Couple flee 
house blaze 


■ A COUPLE in Banbury 
escaped after a fire broke out 
in their home on Monday. A 
husband led his wife to safety 
after the fire started in a first- 
floor bedroom of their house 
in Farmfield Way at about 
2.45pm. The resident suffered 
from smoke inhalation and 
burns and both were taken to 
hospital by ambulance. Two 
crews from Banbury Fire 
Station were called to the 


scene along with two crews 
from Deddington and Bicester. 
It is not yet known how the 
blaze started. Station Manager 
Ames said: "This was a serious 
fire which had flames coming 
out of the windows and roof. 
The quick call to the Fire 
Service from concerned 


neighbours, together with the 
magnificent work, in 
extremely arduous conditions, 
by the fire fighters prevented 
the situation deteriorating 
further." Crew manager Paul 
Holland said: "Despite being 
faced with a rapidly 
developing fire, the crews 
were able to prevent the fire 
from spreading."

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Hunt for 
missing 
man: body 
is found 

A BODY found in a car in 
Cambridgeshire on 
Monday is believed to be 
missing Banbury man 
Andrew Lever. 

The 43-year-old was 
last seen by his family on 
Saturday, May 17, at 
Portway. 

Thames Valley Police 
said that a specialist 
search team found a 
body while searching a 
ditch at Forty Foot Bank, 
between Ramsey and 
Chatteris, shortly after 
3pm. 

Thames Valley Police 
re-issued their appeal on 
June 27 for more 
information about the 
missing man and 
released an image of a 
Ford KA, similiar to the 
car Mr Lever drove. 

No formal identification 
has taken place. 

His next of kin have 
been informed.

■ Plan would help doctors focus on more complex cases 

Bid to give nurses 
a bigger GP role 


PATIENTS with minor 
conditions could be seen by 
nurses so GPs can focus on 
more complex cases under 
new plans. 

Health bosses want to change 
how patients are seen as part of 
a consultation just launched by 
the county's NHS. 

Under the scheme, those with 
complex health problems - like 
diabetes - would be seen by the 
same doctor and with a longer 
consultation time. 

Consultations could rise from 
ten to 20 minutes, a GP leader 
said, but those with minor 
complaints would be seen by 
other practice staff instead. 

The Oxfordshire Clinical 
Commissioning Group plans 
would cover common issues like 
sprains and viral infections like 
a sore throat. 

County GP boss Dr Gavin 
Bartholomew said: "We are 
trying to maximise the 
opportunity for people with 
chronic conditions to see the

right person and the same GP. 

"It is better they see the same 
GP time after time and get that 
continuity. 

"It is about redistributing the 
workload. There is only a finite 
resource." 

Rising prosperity means more 
people are living longer but 
suffering from multiple complex 
health problems, said Dr 
Bartholomew, OCCG's primary 
care clinical chief. 

At the same time the 
Government wants more 
hospital care provided in the 
community, so hospitals can 
focus on the most complex 
cases. 

For example, people with skin 
conditions can now be treated 
at GP practices with minor 
surgery and creams, he said. 

This is vital to help hospitals 
cope with a rising workload, 
pressure that has seen targets for 
A&E and cancer missed in 


recent months in Oxfordshire. 

May figures show 74.7 per 
cent of patients were treated 
within 62 days of an urgent GP 
referral at county hospitals. 

The target is 85 per cent. 

Dr Bartholomew said the 
OCCG was "very concerned" 
about this but longer 
appointments could give GPs 
more time to find a non¬ 
hospital NHS service for 
patients. 

The proposals make use of 
available resources, he said, as 
longer opening hours, often 
asked for by patients, would 
need a Government cash 
injection. 

"It would need quite a lot of 
central thinking, money 
and co-ordination", he 
added.

Fire service merger 
is 'off the table'

AMBITIOUS plans to merge the South 
East's fire services look to have been 
scrapped after a senior Oxfordshire 
councillor raised concerns. 

This week the South East Fire 
Improvement Partnership Board 
considered a report that looked into 
how closely the region's fire services 
should work together. 

Among the proposals were plans for 
a single fire service, which could 
mirror the boundaries of Thames 
Valley Police. 

But county councillor Rodney Rose, 
the deputy leader of Oxfordshire 
County Council, was worried about 
the proposals and they now look to 
have been dropped. 

He said: "It is my absolute belief 
that Oxfordshire cannot get better than 
we have got at the moment, so why 
should we dilute that? 

"What we get from our fire service 
is fantastic and it is working for the 



people of Oxfordshire. It is them we 
should be working for." 

Oxfordshire Fire and Rescue Service 
is currently run by the county council. 

Mr Rose said this allows the service 
to work with the authority's highways 
and public health departments to 
deliver a more comprehensive service. 

Following the meeting in London 
last Thursday, the nine councils that 
make up the board have agreed to go 
away and produce a summary of the 
various ways they are collaborating 
with other services. 

Mr Rose said the ambitious merger 
proposals were now effectively off the 
table. He added: "I have to say it was 
mainly me fighting against it. 

"I managed to convince the other 
eight authorities that we didn't really 
have consensus and I don't think 
anything will go forward except 
finding better ways of saving money 
through co-operation, which is what 
we are doing anyway." 

Oxfordshire Fire and Rescue Service 
has 247 full-time firefighters and 352 
on-call volunteers. 

Since 2012 it has a combined 
control room with Royal Berkshire Fire 
Service. 

Mr Rose said the board does not 
have the power to impose something 
on any one member fire authority. 

A report to the board said public 
sector savings, combined with a 
changing demand for fire and rescue 
services, call for the way these 
services work together to be re¬ 
examined. 


Watchdog 
warning 
over deaf 
services 

A WARNING has been 
issued that legal action 
could be brought against 
healthcare providers 
unless services for deaf 
people are improved. 

A study commissioned 
by the county’s official 
NHS watchdog said 
misdiagnosis and wrong 
treatment could lead to 
legal action. 

Banbury’s Sign Lingual 
said interviews with deaf 
people reported problems 
like lack of interpreters 
and communicating with 
NHS staff. 

Some felt “patronised”, 
“talked down to” and 
“treated like a child” its 
report said. 

Healthwatch said it 
would work with NHS 
leaders to improve online 
booking, access to 
interpreters and training 
for staff. 

Chairman Jean Nunn- 
Price, said: “Thanks to 
this survey we now have a 
better understanding of 
the needs of the deaf 
community in 
Oxfordshire.” 

A spokesman for 
Oxfordshire Clinical 
Commissioning Group, 
which makes most NHS 
funding decisions, said it 
would “work to ensure 
reasonable adjustments 
are made to services to 
make them accessible for 
all patients in the county”. 

Phone aid 
is launched 
for health 

THE NHS authority that 
runs community health, 
specialist mental health 
and learning disability 
services in the county has 
launched a smartphone 
app. 

Southern Health NHS 
Foundation Trust’s free 
app features a directory of 
its services, which 
includes Littlemore’s 
Evenlode Unit and 
Chipping Norton’s Albion 
Centre. 

Medical director Dr 
Martyn Diaper said: “We 
want to make it easier for 
patients to learn about 
and access our services. 

“For GPs, we hope the 
app will become an 
indispensable reference 
when reviewing a patient’s 
care, whether in the 
surgery or in a patient’s 
home.”

Cheers! Real ale 
taps the market 



FROM the days of a 
brewery on every street 
corner during the 16th 
century, to the growth of 
the big nine breweries of 
Victorian times, 
Oxfordshire has long 
been a county built on 
beer. 

The past decade has seen 
a passion for local brews 
rekindled after a period 
when the market was 
dominated by large 
breweries and 
multinationals. 

In centuries past, smaller 
breweries had been the 
norm, with many city 
colleges producing their 
own beer alongside other 
small businesses. 

Now brewing has come 
full circle. 

Since the Morrells 
brewery in Oxford closed in 
1998, a number of 
microbreweries have 
emerged to fill the gap in the 
market, and even established 
breweries have got in on the 
microbrewing trend. 

There are now 21 
independent breweries in 
Oxfordshire, 14 of which 
have opened since 2000 and 
there are plans to open a 
new brewery beneath the 
post office in St Aldates. 

The treasurer of the 
Oxford branch of the 
Campaign for Real Ale, 

Steve Lawrence, said: 
"Morrells and Halls used to 
dominate in this area, but 
that is no longer the case. It 
has become easier for 
microbreweries to set up 
and break into the market. 
The equipment is cheaper 
than it was and, provided 
you have some buildings to 
operate in, you don't need 
an awful lot of money to 
brew. 

"Oxfordshire has always 
had good breweries and 
once microbreweries start 
opening up then others will 
follow. It is similar with 
restaurants or certain types 
of shop, all opening in the 
same area." 

Microbrewing in 
Oxfordshire is a mixture of 
old breweries, like Hook 
Norton, which has branched 
into smaller-scale ventures, 
and newer businesses like 
White Horse Brewery and 
The Shotover Brewing Co in 
Horspath. 

The growth of 
microbreweries in 
Oxfordshire can be traced in 
part to the craft brewing 
trend, which first took off in 
the United States in 1979. 

Since the turn of the 
century, beer sales have

dropped by seven per cent - 
but real ale sales have gone 
in the other direction, rising 
by the same amount, 
according to the Cask 
Report. 

In 2012, the most recent 
year for which figures are 
available, the real ale 
industry in Britain was worth 
£1.7bn, a three per cent rise 
on the previous year. 

Statistics also showed 20 
per cent of real ale drinkers 
were aged under 35, just one 
per cent lower than the 
percentage who drink beer 
as a whole. Of landlords 
surveyed, 63 per cent said 
real ale attracted younger 
customers into their pub. 

Managing director of 
Hook Norton Brewery, James 
Clarke, agreed the change in 
attitudes had helped real ale 
sales and believed craft beer 
had a particularly bright 
future in Oxfordshire. 

His brewery has just 
opened a microbrewery on 
site, which will be used for 
research and development of 
new beers and different 
styles. 

He said: "Oxfordshire has 
a magnificent beer scene. 

The main reason, I suppose, 
is that you've got a working 
population, you've got 
students and you've got 
tourists. That makes for a 
good turnover but because 
Oxfordshire has strong 
traditional values, you also 
find people are more likely 
to drink quality keg beers. 

"Broadly speaking, people 
have become more health 
conscious in recent years 
and a better quality beer 
won't be full of the additives 
of mass-produced 
commercial beers. 

"They're not as fattening 
either and they don't affect 


you in the same way." 

Mr Clarke also said more 
women were drinking beer 
than ever before. 

He said: "Women are 
every bit as adventurous as 
men when it comes to trying 
new beers. Their palates are 
generally more discerning. 

"Pubs have realised there's 
a gap in the market and 
they're catering more for 
women now. Beer comes in 
better glasses and it's much 
easier to get a smaller 
measure if you want." 

Mr Lawrence agreed that 
the increasing popularity of 
beer among women was a 
significant boost to 
Oxfordshire breweries. 

He said: "Beer is no longer 
seen as an exclusively male 
thing. We always saw more 
women drinking beer in 
Oxfordshire than elsewhere 
because it's an educated and 
cosmopolitan place, but I 
think more women drink it 
now than ever before."

THAMES Valley Police officers go 
out on the beat knowing every 
day could bring a new challenge, 
but some reported incidents in 


the last few years have been out 
of this world. 

Officers received 48 reports of 
extra-terrestrial or supernatural 
activity relating to aliens, ghosts 
and witchcraft between 2010 and 
2013. 

A Freedom of Information 
request revealed officers dealt 
with reports of incidents 
including a caller who claimed 
her sister-in-law was performing 
witchcraft and voodoo on her, 
and another who had found an 
envelope with "witchcraft 
symbols" on it. 

In October last year police 
made inquiries into a man who 
knocked on an Oxfordshire 
woman's window and claimed he 
had seen the ghost of his 
grandmother there.

Police were also contacted by 
a Berkshire woman who called to 
tell them her Christmas tree was 
writhing and that "there was an 
alien climbing around in it." 

Thames Valley Police said they 
would attend reports if there was 
a concern for a person's welfare.

NEARLY 7,000 Oxfordshire 
children were caught up in 
domestic abuse incidents last 
year, figures show. 

Numbers supplied in a new 
report also reveal that 1,916 
children across Oxfordshire were 
subject to two or more incidents in 
the 2013/14 year. 

Of those, it said ten children in 
the county were reported by Thames 
Valley Police to have been involved 
in a catalogue of more than ten 
separate incidents of domestic abuse 
over the year. 

Overall, police data shows there 
were 9,798 incidents of domestic 
abuse involving children, according 
to the Oxfordshire Domestic Abuse 
Strategy Group report. 

The figures come after 
Oxfordshire County Council said it 
was planning to axe 40 per cent of 
funding from services targeting 
domestic abuse as part of its budget 
cuts. 

Oxfordshire Safer Communities 
Partnership had the report presented 
to last week. 

Its chairman, a local district 
councillor, Bill Jones, said: 

"Naturally I am appalled by the 
statistics and we will do all we can. 

"As a committee we have to zero 
down to the people with 
responsibility for these issues. I was

a police officer and far more is 
being doing now than it was when I 
first encountered the problem 40 
years ago. 

"I hope it is being given the 
necessary importance because it is 
something we need to get a grip of." 

Support groups are provided 
across the county for adult victims 
of domestic abuse and children, but 
are facing cuts of 40 per cent - 
£132,000. 

As a result, the Oxfordshire 
Domestic Abuse Helpline, which 
was used 2,329 times in 2013/14, 
will be reviewed. 

Romy Briant, chairman of the 
Oxfordshire Domestic Abuse 
Strategy Group, said the future of 
the service was uncertain. 

She said: "The current 
consultation recommends that there 
should be a 40 per cent cut to our 
service - which means a complete 
cut in funding to our helpline, 
which is absolutely key. 

"I don't know how that will link 
in with possible funding coming 
from elsewhere." 

Ms Briant said that there were an 
estimated 22,000 victims of 
domestic abuse in Oxfordshire. 

Oxfordshire Domestic Abuse 


Strategy Group was set up in 2004 
by the county's statutory and 
voluntary sectors to tackle the issue. 

The budget cut is part of a wider 
£1.5m reduction to services, which 
will also affect homeless hostels. 

Oxfordshire's domestic abuse 
service - including the helpline and 
support - is run by A2Dominion. 

Group director of supported 
housing, PamVasir, said: "The 
consultation will continue until 
September and we are not able to 
comment on the impact to our 
domestic abuse services until we 
know its outcome." 

A county council spokesman 
said: "The housing-related support 
savings proposal, which includes a 
40 per cent proposed saving for 
relevant services for those who 
experience domestic abuse, has 
been put forward for comment with 
no decisions having been made. 

"A review will take place 
following the consultation, which 
will involve users, providers and 
stakeholders and a further public 
consultation will then be conducted 
on its recommendations regarding 
services for those who experience 
domestic abuse."

GPs are 'burning out' 


OVERWORKED GPs are suffering "burn 
out" and some fear the closure of practices, 
a major survey of county doctors has found. 

The study of more than 200 county medics by 
Oxfordshire GPs has led to the county's NHS 
watchdog warning that patient care could suffer 
if action is not taken. 

And one GP has said the current crisis could

do "irreparable damage" to the service. County 
results show 71 per cent said one or more GPs 
in their practice had "burn out due to increasing 
and unsustainable pressure of work". 

And 79 per cent were unsure or believed their 


practice would not exist in ten years. 

The survey was carried out by Andrew 
McHugh, practice manager of Banbury's 
Horsefair Surgery with four GPs from the 
practice and two in Bicester. 

He said: "It is now a matter of urgency that 
the root causes of the crisis are identified and 
addressed." 

Rachel Coney, chief executive of Healthwatch 
Oxfordshire, the official NHS watchdog, said it 
was "very concerned" but "not surprised". 

He added: "It is imperative for patients that 
steps are taken to alleviate these before the 
service is in such a state of crisis that patient 
care is seriously affected." 

Patients could struggle to see GPs if enough 
leave the profession, she said, and this would 
damage attempts to relieve pressure on hospital 
departments like A&E. 

Another local GP, Prit Buttar, who is chairman 
of the British Medical Association's local medical 
committee, said: "These results don't surprise 
me. 

"This is a real crisis, and I fear that it will do 
irreparable damage to the service, which is a 
backbone of healthcare in this country." 

An ageing population, demands for better 
access to GPs, moving care from hospitals, 
"bureaucratic policies" and funding cuts caused 
pressure, he said. 

He added the golf-playing fat-cat image of 
GPs was a fallacy. 


He said: "The reality is I work 4.5 days in the 
practice and clock up nearly 50 hours in that 
time." 

Moves to train more GPs "would not solve the 
problem" he said if there was not enough 
funding to find them jobs. 

The survey also revealed some 96 per cent 
said their practice was "experiencing an ever 
increasing and unsustainable pressure of work" 
while 47 per cent said general practice was 
"becoming increasingly unsustainable for the 
future". 

Responses show 36 per cent found it hard to 
recruit salaried GPs and 51 per cent found it 
hard to recruit senior GP partners. 

Nearly half, 45 per cent, were planning a 
career break within the next five years, while 36 
per cent planned to leave in that time. Between 
220 and 230 GPs answered each question. 

It comes after Bicester MP Sir Tony Baldry 
called for Government and backbench MP-led 
inquiries "into the state of general practice" to 
see "what if any policy adjustments might be 
needed". 

Alia Carter, spokesman for NHS England, 
which manages GPs, said: "We acknowledge an 
increasing gap in recruitment and difficulties 
retaining GPs, which GP practices are finding 
difficult to manage." 

She said it was "committed" to working with 
NHS authorities and education groups and was 
looking into a study of the GP workforce.

Shake-up for 999 shifts

THE length of shifts worked by 
Oxfordshire's ambulance staff 
could be cut as part of plans to 
ease pressure on paramedics. 

Most of the county's 144 paramedics 
currently work 12-hour shifts. But 
South Central Ambulance Service is 
consulting with staff and trade unions 
to reduce the number of staff working 
12-hour shifts to less than ten per cent. 

The majority of staff will work a 
combination of eight- and ten-hour 
shifts. 

The plans were revealed at an 
inquest, which heard that 
paramedics at the end of a 12- 
hour shift had administered 
the wrong drug to a patient 
- although it was not 
found to have contributed 
to his death. 

Oxfordshire Coroner's 
Court heard last last 
week how paramedics 
gave musician Haydn 
Boyes-Weston an 
antiarrhythmic drug, 
rather than adrenaline 
after he was found hanged 
in his Northmoor home on 
March 9. Clinical mentor 
Edward Miller told the 
inquest he 
had

been given the wrong syringe by a 
student paramedic, who had picked up 
the wrong box even though it was a 
different colour. 

Mr Miller admitted he should have 
checked the syringe, but said it was a 
"stressful environment" and he was at 
the end of a 7am-7pm shift. 

He said: "I had been on duty for 12 
hours. It's not an excuse and I accept that 
it's my responsibility to check the drug, 
but whether that had any 
bearing on my decision, I 
don't know." 

Consultant 
pathologist Prof Ian 
Roberts said Mr 
Boyes-Weston would 
have been dead 
before paramedics 
arrived. 

Speaking during 
the inquest, the 
service's 

Oxfordshire area 
manager, Aubrey Bell, 
pictured left , said more 
training was now given 
to paramedics in 
handling 


cardiac arrests. 

Speaking after the inquest, Mr Boyes- 
Weston's widow, Carole, said: "I think 
the 12-hour shifts are ridiculous. Even 
truck drivers have to restrict their hours, 
let alone people in control of life or 
death situations." 

The changes would see 80 per cent 
of staff working ten-hour shifts, ten per 
cent working 12-hour shifts and ten per 
cent working eight-hour shifts on a rota. 

Staff would still work an average of 
37-and-a-half hours each week. 

Mr Bell said: "The service feels that 
for a raft of reasons, not least the 
health and wellbeing of staff but also in 
terms of sustainability and making sure 
we can match demand, that we should 
change the shift patterns. 

"We're in the middle of a 
consultation process and negotiations 
as we speak but we expect our new 
patterns to be in place before 
Christmas." 

Banbury MP Sir Tony Baldry said: "It 
seems a perfectly reasonable change in 
shift patterns for perfectly reasonable 
reasons." 

The inquest heard that Mr Boyes- 
Weston, 54, had played as a session 
drummer and permanent member in 
bands from Sheffield, where he was 
born, including Human League, 

Cabaret Voltaire, 2.3 and Heaven 17. 


His wife said: "He was a brilliant 
musician and a great husband. He was 
very caring, good fun and larger than 
life." 

Oxfordshire Coroner's Court heard 
that he had not suffered from mental 


health issues, although Mrs Boyes- 
Weston said in a statement that she 
believed he suffered from undiagnosed 
depression due to financial troubles. 

Coroner Darren Salter recorded a 
verdict of suicide.

"Like the band, he 
is laid-back passionate and outspoken. If 
you have a go at us, we'll have a go back! 
But I feel privileged to be in a situation 
where I meet such great people and see 
such amazing places. 

"I am travelling with my best mates and 
getting up to mischief. But that's what a 
band should be — a band of brothers." 

And while the band have a busy week — 
starting in Bochum before moving on to 
Dortmund, Munster, Berlin and Dresden — 
Cropredy remains the big one. 

"It's one of the best festivals," says Reid. 

"It has one stage, so you get a great 
audience, and an interesting bill with new 
and old bands. 

"I love the vibe and we'll be on stage for 
an hour and 20 minutes - a long set. It's 
going to be a good one. 

"You've got to know the clientele and 
prepare a set just for them, but also do what 


you do. There'll be a mix of songs from the 
album and a few new ones we are testing 
out. 

"We like to take people on a journey. 
People miss that in music now, but with a 
long set you can bring it down and build it 
back up. 

"You've got to step out the box and not 
care about what anyone thinks — and 
hopefully people will dig it."

F or a man who has played some of 
the hippest venues on the planet, 
from Glastonbury to California, Reid 
Morrison is uncharacteristically 
excited about his band's next UK date - a 
corner of a field in north Oxfordshire. 

"It's Cropredy!" says the mellow frontman 
of soulful country-rockers Treetop Flyers. "I 
love that festival. I've been there three years 
in a row and have always wanted to play 
there, so I'm really excited." 

For a man so laid-back he is practically 
horizontal, his enthusiasm for this annual 
gathering, organised by folk-rockers Fairport 
Convention, speaks volumes. 

Since the 1970s, this intimate gathering 
of music-lovers has mushroomed into a 
20,000-strong festival celebrating everything 
from prog-rock to soul - and, of course, 
folk. With their addictive blend of blues- 
rock, country and soul, Treetop Flyers fit in 
perfectly. And Reid knows it. 

"It all came about, because we met 
someone in a pub," he laughs. "Then, 
before we knew it, we received an 
invitation from Fairport themselves. 

"It's a great festival, and this year it will 
have been going for 35 years, so as soon as 
we were asked we said yes!" 

While newcomers to the bill at Fairport's 
Cropredy Convention, to give the festival its 
formal title, Reid and bandmates Tomer 
Danan, Sam Beer, Laurie Sherman and 
Aaron Griffiths are no strangers to Oxford¬ 
shire music-lovers. The band, and Reid and 
Aaron's previous group Morrison Steam 
Fair, have repeatedly graced stages at Truck 
and Wilderness, the 02 Academy, and the 
Zodiac before it. Then there have been the 
international tours, taking them across 
Europe and America, where they recorded 
debut album The Mountain Moves; and the 
sets at Glastonbury (the first time being 
personally selected by farmer and festival 
founder Michael Eavis after winning the 
Glastonbury Emerging Talent Competition), 
twin appearances at the South by South 
West Festival in Texas, and a support slot for 
Bob Dylan at the Hop Farm in Kent. 

Much has changed for Londoner Reid 
since his early days busking in Cowley 
Road. 

As we talk, he is busy preparing for a 
tour of Germany, from which he will return 
to our shores the day before Cropredy. "It's 
going to be a rush," he grins. 

"Being in a band is something I'd always 
wanted to do, but I never thought I'd get 
these opportunities. 

"You've got to be humble, not take things 
for granted, though. Being in a band is 
tough. You lose a lot of things, but if you're 
good enough you'll get chances. Look at 
us! We've toured the world and met some 
great people. 

"There is still work to do but we enjoy it 
- which is the main thing. If it makes other 
people happy too and makes their lives 
better, it's great - and humbling."

F rom its visually stunning 

opening set to the funky strains 
of Come And Get Your Love by 
Native American rock band 
Redbone, Guardians Of The Galaxy 
lends the Marvel Comics big screen 
universe a delightful retro twang. 

The sardonic anti-hero is seldom 
parted from his Walkman and he 
inspires his cohorts to greatness 
with repeated references to Kevin 
Bacon and Footloose. 

As the slick special effects attest, 
the budget for this intergalactic 
romp is big - so too are the laughs, 
courtesy of director James Gunn 
and co-writer Nicole Perlman. 

The opening sequence 
affectionately nods to Raiders Of 
The Lost Ark and when the mystery 
surrounding the film's fabled 
treasure is revealed, the space 
cowboy casually notes the trinket 
has “a shiny suitcase, Ark of the 
Covenant, Maltese Falcon vibe". 

Gunn doesn't skimp on the 
spectacle - if anything, a couple of 
the outlandish set pieces are too 
long - but he adds a comic twist to 
each deafening blast of 
pyrotechnics. 

Thus a centrepiece prison break 
is underscored by Rupert Holmes' 
1979 hit Escape (The Pina Colada 
Song) and when the anti-hero 
barely escapes death in his 
spaceship and an extra-terrestrial 
girlfriend stumbles up from the 
hold, he looks at her with 
embarrassment and confesses, "I'm 
going to be honest with you. I 
forgot you were here". 

Abducted from his parents as a 
child and raised by thieves led by

blue-skinned tyrant Yondu (Michael 
Rooker), Peter Quill (Chris Pratt) is a 
thief for hire, who steals a mystical 
orb sought by sadistic warlord 
Ronan (Lee Pace) and his army of 
Sakaarans. 

Peter evades Ronan's clutches 
and eventually aligns himself with a 
motley crew of mercenaries 
comprising green-skinned assassin 
Gamora (Zoe Saldana), genetically 
engineered raccoon Rocket (voiced 
by Bradley Cooper), his tree-1 ike 
sidekick Groot (voiced by Vin 
Diesel) and vengeance-seeking 
warrior Drax the Destroyer (Dave 
Bautista), whose entire family was 
slaughtered by Ronan. 

When Peter learns the orb is an 
ancient artefact with the power to 
destroy the universe, he must put 
selfish desires to one side to repel 
Ronan and his underlings including 
fearsome intergalactic hunter Korath 
(Djimon Hounsou). 


Guardians Of The Galaxy is a 
blast. 

Pratt brings swagger and dry wit 
to his emotionally wounded hero, 
while Saldana adds sass and sex 
appeal to her otherworldly assassin. 

Bautista is marvellous as the hulk 
who takes everything literally - 
"Nothing goes over my head, my 
reflexes are too fast" - but almost 
every scene is stolen by the 
computer-generated double-act of 
Rocket and Groot. 

Cooper voices his feisty gun- 
toting fur ball with a wonderful 
blend of defiance and sarcasm, and 
breaks our hearts when it seems 
that he might be separated from his 
beloved sidekick forever. 

Cameos from Benicio Del Toro 
and Glenn Close hint at a wider 
canvas of political intrigue that 
director Gunn will be keen to 
explore in a sequel star-dated for 
release in 201 7.

GREAT & Little Tew sailed into their 
maiden Lord's final after handing hosts 
Dinton a nine-wicket drubbing. 

Tew dominated the semi-final from 
start to finish to set up a clash with 
Yorkshire's Woodhouse Grange - twice 
former champions - at the home of 
cricket on Sunday, September 7.

Only Laisal AM and Najam Ur Rehman 
threatened to pass 20, while Thomas 
finished with three wickets. 

He was ably abetted by fellow left-arm 
spinner Ian Bryan, who removed Mark 
Ludlow with a sharp caught and bowled 
dismissal. 

Joe White and Ashley Hubbert got off 
to a cautious start in reply, but with only 
three runs an over needed, it was no 
need to panic. 

They were 23-0 off ten overs and 60-1 
at drinks, with White having skied the 
previous ball to Woodward at deep 
cover.
